As tp the appropriation to Messrs. Birney and 
Stanton, Mr. Tappan’s explanation fully confirms 
all that we have ever said in condemnation of the 
course of the Committee. It never appeared be¬ 
fore, who the person was that advanced the money 
on the books and other property. The statement 
has been, that it was an individual who would not 
furnish money for any other purpose, especially to 
sustain the Emancipator. We have always suspect¬ 
ed that Mr. Tappan was the man, and now he 
admits that he was. If there had been any dis- 
' position on the part of the Old Commitee to pre¬ 
serve the paper for its owners, had it not been their 
.settled purpose to spirit it away from those own¬ 
ers, would not Mr. Tappan have been as willing 




they carried away the account books of the So¬ 
ciety, and even refused to allow their successors, and 
the rightful owners of the books, to look at them 
without removing them from their own desk!! This 
property passed immediately into. lVlr. Tappan’s 
hands, as appears from his own statement. He 
says that he lost a thonsand dollars by the specula¬ 
tion ; but there was no reason for anticipating any 
Such unfortunate result at the time. As long as 
the Abolitionists had had the confidence in the 
Committee, there was a good sale for the books.— 
Had it not been for the new turn which the conduct 

'lands of the rightful owners, they wo-'ld, undoubt- 
;dly, have brought, in time, their wholesale value. 
Jf course, they were not going to buy their own 
property twice over. They chose, rather, -to let it 
rot on Mr. Tappan’s hands. The Old Committee 
unquestionably believed that the great majority of 
the Anti-Slavery Public would stand by them.— 
The result proVed that all the buying and giving 
Abolitionists were on the other side. Had Mr. 

ippan’s views of the state of the case, at the time 
he made this investment, been correct, he would 
turned a pretty penny, if not an honest one, by- 
_ _ ransaciion. If he did lose by it, why it was 
the chance of trade; and, for one, we do. not feel 
any painful sympathy with his loss. The remain¬ 
der of the property, after this monstrous cartle had 
been cut out, was assigned to trustees, as above, 
tnd it failed to pay the debts (if it did fail) for these 
same sufficient reasons. And thus the American 
Society,which had placed in the hands of these unjust 
stewards, nearly @50,000, in the first half of the 
year, and which had near twenty thousand dollars 
worth of property on hand two or three weeks be¬ 
fore the meeiing, found itself stripped of its Organ 
and of all its possessions, and had to begin the 
world anew without a farthing to cross itself withal! 
Is there anything in the history even of American 
financiering that beats this! 

Nothing can well be more comic than the airs of 
importance which Mr. Tappan gives himself and 
his Committee at the close of the letter. The frog 
puffing himself out to rival the ox is the mast im¬ 
mediate and the most appropriate comparison. For 
though the Liberty Party was not mueh more con- 
iderable than a well-grown Calf, still it was an Ox 
a the poor Abortion of the American and Foreign 
Society. That Society never had any actual exist¬ 
ence. It could not even support a pitiful Monthly 
for a year. It was never heard of, excepting at its 
tnnual meeting, and not always then. The Ameri- 
:an Society, on the other hand, have established and 
tarried on for more than eight years their Organ, 
established in the stead of the Emancipator, and 
have exercised an influence and created an agitation, 
such as the Old Committee, in its best days, never 
approached. Mr. Tappan and bis Committee after 
resisting the formation of the Liberty Party as long 
they could, finally fell in with it, and claimed it

The extreme length of this article must prevent 
commenting on the extraordinary method taken 
by Mr. Tappan to express his sense of the misrepre¬ 
sentations of Mr. Garrison, by not sending him a copy 
of his letter! And also our own sense of the long- 
suffering and tender compassion of the Old Com- 
not sueing at the law ‘ the authors of 
these calumnies.’. But we must draw to an end. 
If any of our readers dislike to have these matters 
brought to their remembrance again, we can only 
say that they cannot hate it half as much as we 
J ~ But we regard it as a sacred duty to put on re- 
every new piece of evidence touching these 
ers as it comes to light. These are things 
which cannot, and should not, be forgotten. They 
•e a part of the most important chapter ot Ameri- 
tn history, and they should be fully elucidated. It 
would not have been necessary to have repeated 
this history so often, had the offenders been content 
with thtf obscurity to which they had condemned 
themselves. But as they have ever and anon at¬ 
tempted to emerge and to mingle themselves with 
honourable men. and as every attempt has been a 
stab aimed at the heart of the Anti-Slavery Move- 
tent, the exposure of their real character, the re- 
ital of their past conduct has become from time to 
ime au Anti-Slavery duty cf the first importance.
